The  library  has  been  a  very  busy  place  this  past  year.  During  the 
Winter  months  Maple  Sugar  Meetings,  4-H,  Cub  Scouts,  Boy  Scouts, 
Extension  Service  Training  and  Town  Committee  Meetings  were  held 
in  the  rooms  down  stairs. 

In  April,  our  library  entered  the  National  Library  Week  Contest  for 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Because  of  the  many  activities  we 
engaged  in  and  the  notebook  we  presented  on  the  programs  held,  we 
received  second  prize  of  $200.  This  was  a  great  honor  for  our  library. 

In  July  and  August  we  presented  several  exhibits  for  the  public's 
viewing  pleasure.  The  8th  Annual  Katherine  Grimes  Art  Exhibit  was 
held.  On  August  14th,  in  cooperation  with  the  Old  Home  Day  Com- 
mittee, we  had  on  display  many  old  and  interesting  pictures  of 
Rumney's  early  days.  Several  hundred  people  visited  the  library  during 
this  time. 

The  librarian  has  completed  all  8  of  the  Public  Library  Technique 
Courses  and  has  received  her  certificate.

Letters  were  received  in  August  and  December  of  1976  requesting  a 
narrative  report  on  this  grant.  When  the  last  report  was  sent  to  the 
Ford  Foundation,  It  was  explained  that  the  town  was  engaged  In  legal 
action  against  Mr.  Banal,  owner  of  the  proposed  sanitary  landfill  site. 

In  August  of  1976  the  case  was  tried  In  court,  and  a  decision  was 
reached  early  in  Decennber  of  1976  in  favor  of  the  Town  of  Rumney. 
The  lawyers  for  the  town  Indicated  that  Mr.  Banal  would  either  appeal 
the  case  to  a  higher  court  or  enter  Into  some  agreement  with  the  town 
over  the  property.  Just  within  the  past  week  he  has  chosen  to  appeal 
the  case  to  a  higher  court.  The  lawyers  can't  say  how  long  this  will 
take,  and  because  of  this  delay  the  town  is  unable  to  continue  with  its 
plans  for  the  site. 

An  accounting  of  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  of  this  grant  is  in- 
cluded with  this  report,  and  if  the  Ford  Foundation  wishes,  the 
remainder  of  the  funds  -  $140.10  -  will  be  returned  to  the  Foundation 
upon  request. 

The  funds  expended  have  aided  the  town  in  its  search  for  a  site  that 
will  not  damage  the  environment.  The  Conservation  Commission 
and  the  Town  of  Rumney  sincerely  thank  the  Ford  Foundation  for  the 
grant  and  its  patience  for  the  past  four  months  while  we  were  waiting 
for  the  outcome  of  the  court  case.

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Agency.  Of  the  4,404  visits  to 
homes  in  the  Agency's  service  area,  217  visits  were  made  in  the  Town 
of  Rumney.

Notice,  to  all  new  mothers  and  other  Mothers  having  health  dif- 
ficulties or  other  problems. 

Free  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  will  be  made  available  If  requested  by  a 
town  sponsor. 

The  Agency's  continued  service  to  patients  who  profit  from  Its 
services  is  therefore  assured  by  Rumney's  appropriation,  since  some 
are  unable  to  pay  for  this  service  and  some  who  can  only  pay  for  part 
of  ttie  cost.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Departnnent  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a 
joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recom- 
mend names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one 
person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town 
or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires, 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit 
for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such 
places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  local  forest  fire  organization 
in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State 
also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and 
prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the 
past  20  years.

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RUMNEY  SCHOOL  BOARD  BUDGET 
CONSIDERATIONS  FOR  1977-78 


The  Rumney  School  District  budget  for  fiscal  year  1977-78  is 
$321,275,  an  increase  of  $16,275  or  5.3%  over  last  year.  The  budget 
can  be  broken  into  three  categories  as  follows: 

1976-77         1977-78       $  increase    %  increase 


Rumney  Elementary         177,649         177,979  330  0.2% 

Plymouth  High  School     118,991  133,536  14,545  12.2% 

S.U.  #48  8,360  9,760  1,400  16.7% 

The  elementary  school  budget  has  had  no  major  increases  this  year. 
The  Board  has  been  able  to  offset  salary  increases  for  faculty  and  staff 
by  savings  in  the  following  areas: 

1)  Reduction  in  school  transportation  cost. 

2)  Reduction  in  cost  of  school  supplies. 

3)  Reduction  in  attorney's  fees  for  negotiations. 

4)  Reduction  in  cost  of  health  service. 

5)  Restructuring  of  art  program. 

The  Rumney  School  Board  and  the  Russell  School  faculty  have 
signed  a  two-year  agreement  covering  wages  and  fringe  benefits.  The 
agreement  provides  the  faculty  with  a  salary  schedule  and  fringe 
benefits  similar  to  school  districts  of  like  size  and  financial  status  in 
our  area. 

Plymouth  Area  High  School  tuition  has  increased  from  $1,470  to 
$1,712  per  student,  for  the  next  budget  year,  a  16.5%  increase.  The 
town  of  Rumney  will  send  78  students  to  the  high  school  next  year. 
The  Rumney  School  Board  requested  that  the  Plymouth  School  Board 
allow  Rumney  a  non-voting  representative  in  budget  preparations  this 
year,  but  the  request  was  denied. 

The  supervisory  Union  #48  budget  for  fiscal  year  1977-78  is 
$108,351,  an  increase  of  $18,271  over  last  year.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  $1,400  for  the  Rumney  School  District.  The  principal  in- 
creases are  in  the  area  of  salaries  and  an  appropriation  to  eliminate  a 
budget  deficit  in  the  union  budget. 

The  Rumney  School  Board  has  attempted  to  keep  elementary 
school  costs  as  low  as  possible  while  maintaining  a  sound 
educational  program.  This  is  the  only  portion  of  the  budget  over  which 
the  board  has  direct  control.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  quality  of  a  child's  education  depends  on  the  ability  of  his 
instructors  and  the  quality  of  the  teaching  he  receives.  As  a  relative 
newcomer,  I  am  impressed  by  the  excellence  of  the  Rumney  staff. 
The  administration  invests  much  time  in  seeking  out  the  best  teachers 
available  for  our  Rumney  children.  Our  new  principal,  Mr.  Colin 
MacKinnon  and  the  other  staff  members  have  blended  into  a  fine  team 
whereby  the  students  benefit.  These  professionals  "care". 

Many  programs  could  be  mentioned  this  year,  however,  I  will 
concentrate  on  one  area  -  special  education.  For  too  many  years, 
handicapped  children  have  been  neglected  in  our  society  and  in  most 
of  our  schools.  These  children,  hampered  in  the  learning  process  by 
their  disability,  are  further  handicapped  by  the  failure  of  many  public 
schools  to  provide  the  special  services  they  need.  This  double  burden 
has  prevented  the  handicapped  from  realizing  their  true  potential  in 
our  society. 

While  most  small  school  districts  are  just  beginning  to  cope  with 
the  problem,  Rumney  has  forged  ahead  with  a  program  to  meet  these 
needs  by  helping  the  staff  to  develop  instructional  methods, 
procuring  specialized  educational  aids,  understanding  and  using 
medical  reports,  advising  teachers  on  the  emotional  and  social 
problems  of  individual  children  and  working  cooperatively  with  in- 
dividual parents.  By  the  use  of  individualized  instruction  the 
classroom  teachers,  speech  pathologist,  resource  teachers,  and 
school  nurse  are  making  progress  in  equipping  students  to  make  a 
satisfactory  adjustment  to  the  demands  of  life  during  the  school  days 
and  post-school  years,  according  to  his  particular  talents  and 
abilities.  This  requires  that  the  school  help  the  student  minimize  the 
debilitating  effects  of  his  handicap  through  a  program  prescribed  for 
his  particular  needs. 

The  Budget 

Considering  the  state  of  the  economy,  the  school  board  spent  many 
hours  studying,  deliberating  and  preparing  this  budget.  In  light  of  in- 
flationary pressures  this  budget  tries  to  balance  a  quality  educational 
program  and  to  give  full  consideration  to  a  heavily  burdened  taxpayer. 
The  board  is  aware  of  the  severe  limitations  of  available  financial 
resources;  but  it  must  also  recognize  that  the  need  for  educational 
services  has  never  been  greater.  It  is  with  this  understanding  that  this 
budget  permits  a  reasonable  effort  to  insure  the  quality  of  education 
the  community  wants  and  the  children  deserve.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

I  assumed  the  Principal's  position  on  August  1,  1976.  The  summer 
was  a  productive  one  as  a  new  ceiling  was  installed  to  complete 
ceiling  work  in  grades  one  through  four,  the  front  of  the  school 
building  was  repainted,  the  entire  driveway  and  parking  area  were 
repaved,  and  carpet  was  installed  on  the  front  entrance  stairs. 

School  opened  in  September  with  155  students  and  moves  into  and 
out  of  the  district  have  raised  the  enrollment  to  the  present  163.  There 
were  four  staff  changes  for  1976-1977: 

Mrs.  Wendell  assumed  her  new  duties  as  Reading  Teacher  for 
grades  five  through  eight.  In  addition  she  teaches  Language  Arts  to 
the  Fifth  Graders. 

Walter  Reed  joined  the  staff  as  the  Fourth  Grade  Teacher.  Although 
teaching  is  a  new  career  for  him,  he  brings  a  wealth  of  experiences  to 
us  from  his  years  in  business  in  New  York  City.  Mr.  Reed  ably 
coached  the  Rumney  Raiders  football  team  to  an  undefeated  season 
last  Fall  in  the  Pemi-Baker  League. 

Maureen  Clark,  who  taught  for  three  years  in  Wentworth,  joined  our 
staff  last  Fall  as  our  Third  Grade  Teacher.  A  resident  of  Plymouth,  she 
is  a  welcome  addition  to  the  staff. 

I  come  to  Rumney  from  Cape  Cod,  where  I  had  taught  high  school 
and  had  spent  a  year  as  a  college  teacher  and  administrator.  I  teach 
Language  Arts  to  grades  six  through  eight  and  serve  as  the  eighth 
grade  advisor  in  addition  to  my  duties  as  principal. 

Bob  Smith  continues  his  invaluable  maintenance  and  cleaning  of 
the  building  as  well  as  the  transportation  of  our  school  children.  His 
wife  Mary  assists  him  in  both  areas. 

The  major  accomplishments  of  this  school  year  are  a  reaffirmation 
of  the  need  to  treat  each  student  as  an  individual:  to  capably  assess 
each  person's  learning  style,  to  acknowledge  individual  strengths  as 
well  as  weaknesses,  and  to  design  and  administer  an  educational 
program  which  is  compatable  with  the  abilities  of  the  staff  as  well  as 
the  resources  provided  by  the  Town.  Mr.  Hulick  has  been  given  the 
sole  responsitiility  for  the  development  of  the  physical  education 
program  in  grades  five  through  eight;  Mrs.  Long  coordinates  a  body 
movement  program  for  children  in  grades  one  through  four.  Ah 
assessment  of  our  curriculum  in  grades  one  through  eight  is  being 
made    by   the    teachers.    Continuity   from    year   to    year    is    being 
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discussed,  as  is  the  possibility  of  establishing  standards  for  mastery 
of  the  basic  skill  areas  before  a  child  graduates  from  Russell  School. 
A  recommendation  will  be  made  for  next  year.  Procedures  for  assuring 
continuity  of  program  for  students  going  on  to  Plymouth  High  School 
have  been  established,  especially  for  children  with  special  needs.  In 
response  to  public  law  93-380  we  strive  to  improve  our  Special  Ser- 
vices to  children  whose  handicaps  affect  their  ability  to  learn  in  a 
regular  classroom.  Mrs.  Long  provides  individual  and  small  group 
help  to  children  in  grades  one  to  eight.  Mr.  Latus  conducts  a  self- 
contained  classroom  for  a  small  group  of  students  who  need  intensive 
help  in  basic  skills  areas.  Barbara  Goodnough  continues  to  provide 
Speech  and  Language  training  to  small  groups  and  individuals  one 
day  each  week.  A  State  Department  evaluation  of  Special  Services  in 
Supervisory  Union  #48  this  Spring  will  assess  our  effectiveness  at 
implementing  the  law. 

The  School's  ongoing  effort  to  emphasize  the  value  of  discipline  to 
students  as  well  as  our  concern  for  mastery  of  the  basics  continues  to 
command  most  of  our  attention  and  energy. 

We  welcome  the  comments  and  suggestions  of  the  voters  and 
taxpayers  of  Rumney  and  invite  you  to  visit  the  school  and  join  the 
faculty  staff,  and  students  in  the  process  of  providing  a  meaningful 
experience  to  your  children.  Your  encouragement  and  continuing 
support  are  appreciated.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1975-1976 

Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show 
the  total  amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the 
following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory 
union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total  salary  paid  to  the 
superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state  and 
each  local  school  district,  and  their  share  of  same.  Said  report  shall  be 
filed  with  the  school  board  of  each  school  district  involved  and  shall 
be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  respective  school  district  as  a 
separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall  be  made  for  each  assistant 
superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  administrator,  if 
any  is  in  service  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted 
valuations.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  mem- 
bership in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th. 
The  salary  of  $20,000  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  Supervisory  Union  #48  during  1975-1976  was  made  up  as 
follows:  $2,500  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $17,500  was 
prorated  among  the  school  districts  comprising  the  Supervisory 
Union.  Allowance  for  $1 ,000  travel  within  the  Union  was  also  prorated 
as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1975-1976  was 
made  up  as  follows:  $2,350  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
$14,650  was  prorated  as  stated  above.  Allowance  for  $1,500  travel 
within  the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
